ROME (Reuter). — Italy’s militant 
trade unions yesterday stepped up 
strike action after an Easter truce, 
but President Giuseppe Saragat 
warned workers that a slow-down 
ign the country’s economy could 
prevent any settlement on the 
wide-ranging reforms they are de- 
manding. 

The President, opening the Milan 
Trade Fair against the background 
of a wave of strikes, said workers’ 
demands for reforms in housing, 
health, schooling and other sectors 
were fully justified.

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Nine 
members of the militant Jewish 
Defence League Tuesday confronted 
Commerce Secretary Maurice Stans 
in his office to protest the depart- 
ment’s sponsorship of a private 
American trade mission to the So- 
viet Union.

which is openly engaged in genocide.”

Tunisia, Mexico, Panama, El Salva- 
dor, Jordan and Israel were among 
the states with the highest birth 
rates last year, according to in- 
complete figures published Tues- 
day by the United Nations.

-|uary 1970, was 50.2 per 1,000 po- 


Pulation. In the first four months 
of 1970, Tunisia recoriied rates be- 
tween 41.8 and 48.6 per 1,000. 
Puerto Rico's birth rate was far 
in excess of that of the United 
States mainland, going as high as 
30.8 per 1,000 compared with a 
peak 19.6 for the U.G. as a whole. 
Israel varied Detween 248 and 
28.3, for the joint Jewish and Arab 
population, whose rates are sharply 
differentiated, Countries with rela- 
tively low rafes included West Ger- 
many (11.8 last October), Hungary 
(22), and Finland (12.2 last Jan- 
wary). Australia and Japan were in 
the 19-20 range. 


‘unfit to 
stand trial’ 


FRANKFURT (Reuter). — A Frank- 
furt court yesterday declared for- 
mer Nazi concentration camp doc- 
tor Horst Schunrann physically un- 
fit to stand trial. It suspended pro- 
ceedings against him on mass 
murder charges. 

But “the court ordered Schumann, 
who is accused of murdering 15,814 
people, to remain in detention in a 
prison hospital. 

Schumann — suffering from blee- 
ding ulcers — at times during the 
trial gave evidence from his ‘hos- 
pital bed, wheeled into a hospital 
canteen converted into a courtroom. 

He admitted to personally open- 
gas valves at two “mercy kil- 
Ung” institutes, but repeatedly de- 
nied having selected weak and sick 
inmates from SBuchenwali and 
Auschwitz death camps for gassing. 

Last November, a Polish professor 
testified that Schumann subjected 
young Jewish men and women to 
intense radioactivity to study its 
effect on their sexual organs. 

After the war, Dr. Schumann 
worked in the industrial Rubr sec- 
tlon as a doctor. He escaped arrest 
in 1951 and re-appeared in Hgypt 
and the Sudan, when he worked 
for the World Health Organization. 

Later he moved to Ghana and 
became a personal friend of former 
Ghanaian leader Kwame Nkrumah. 
He was sent back to West Germany 
ito stand trial after Dr. Nkrumah's 
fall in 1966. 


Stravinsky burial 
in Venice today 


VENICH (Reuter). --- The body of 
Russian-born composer Igor Stra- 
vinsky arrived in Venice yesterday 
at the end of Its long journey from 
New York, where he died last week. 

The hearse which had carried the 
body from Rome arrived at the 
Ptazzale di Roma in the morning 
and was met by the composer's 
artist son, Theodore, and his widow, 
Vera. The coffin was covered in red 
and white roses and bore the simple 
inscription “Riposa in Pace" ‘(Rest 
in Peace). 

The small procession sailed slow- 
ly along the canals to the huge 
Gothic church of Saints John and 
Paul, in which the funeral service 
and requiem will take place today. 
The Orthodox Archimandrite of 
Venice, Cherouvim Malissianos, will 
perform today’s service.

Davar (Histadrut), referring to 
ane Foreign Minlster’s statement in 
the Knesset, writes: “For all that 
Mr. Eban felt bound to refrain 
from publicly revealling full details 
of what has been done to rescue 
Jews in the Arab countries, there 
can be ‘no doubt that the campaign 
on their behalf has gained conside- 
rable support from various inter- 
national bodies.

Hatzofe (National Religious) 
writes: “What has been done so 
far 1s insufficient, and it is incum- 
bent upon us to persist in the 
campaign to rescue the Jews of 
Egypt, Syria and Iraq...”

POLLUTION TOPS CONVENTION 
ΟΕ CHEMICAL ..ENGINEERS

‘HAIFA, — Problems of industrial 
pollution and environmental control 
‘were a major topic at the seventh 
annual convention of the Israel In- 
stitute of Chemical Engiveers, held 
at the Technion yesterday. Some 
$50 engineers attended the day- 


long meet, whose ‘topic was ‘“Fron-. 


tiers of Chemical Engineering.” 
The President of the Institute, 
Professor ‘Blezer Rubin, of the 
Technion’s Chemical Engineering 
Faculty, told The Post that “'pollu- 
ton consciousness” had become 50 
soli established in the public's 
mind that industry must today take 
steps to suppress pollution. The 
new engineers, being trained at the 
Technion are being imbued with its 
importance so that new plants are 
being designed to meet environ- 
mental needs. Legislation and pub- 
ie pressure would force existing 
plants also to take the necessary 
Measures to assure clean air and 
water. Tt could, therefore, be ex- 


pected that the situation will im- 
prove in the future. 

Profeasod Seymour Calvert, of 
the University of California at Ri- 
verside, who is an expert on pu- 
rification technology, spoke at the 
meeting. He concluded that “we 
most Ilkely can afford clean air 
(which is technologically possible), 
though the burden of some mar- 
ginal industries and activities may 
be severed. The big -question is 
whether people are willing to pay, 
and especially, whether they are will- 
ing to be inconvenienced.” He noted 


-that “the job usually given the 


engineer is to do everything he can 
to clean up the environment 50 
Jong as it doesn’t cost anything.” 
He also noted that the objects of 
pollution control are unclear. ‘Is 
it to prevent a threat to human 
health, or to plant life, to visibi- 
lity, or material deterioration, or 
simply to meet a legal imitation 
or live at peace with the local com- 
munity?”
